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INTRODUCTION. 


1 will be neceſſary to ſay ſome hing 
before I lay this important ſulij ect 
for the Peruſal of the Public, and in 
what Manner this great Buſineſs may 
be done: every Individual who is pro- 
tected in his life, liberty, and eſtate, in 
any Country whatſoever, ſhould in re- 
turn exert his utmoſt abilities to ſerve 
that community, and ſtudy for the ge- 
neral good of others, as well as for 
himſelf (it is an old faſhioned thought) 
and by example ſhew his endeavours, 
either by his mental or manual opera- 
tiont. 


In order to prove I have not on my 
part, been an idle ſpectator, I have 
ventured to take the t ask upon me 
leſſen at leaſt, if not pay off the WH 

nation

national debt (I begin to hear already 
the whole country in a loud laugh at 
the very ſound of paying off ſo large a 
ſum) the means, koweve er ſhall leave for 
the private reflections of the ingenious 
Public, tor it ſhall not intimidate, nor 
ſtop my purſuits, and I hope it will be 
the means to render peace and plenty 
thro' all his Majeſty's dominions. 


The manner to leſſen or pay off this 
debt, I think there cannot be a better 
or more ſatisfactory way than by form- 
ing good plans for lettling annuities on 
the lives of the ſtockholders and others, 
they are very much wanted, tis a l 
they are wiſhed for, and by leading the 
people in the right | line and the leaſt to 
their coſt, I ſhail offer various methods 
in che {ul 'owing theets, and as nobody 
will part with their money without an 


apparent adyantage, i would recommend 
their tak 'ng fair chances by way of Lot- 


tery, (nociatly where they continue to 
enjoy the {ame income as before. 


In 
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In all the following plans, I have kept 
as Cloſe as poſlible to my firfi defigu, as 
my main point was for the encourage- 
ment and ſafety of the people's property 
which J hope, if ever any of theſe plans 
ſhould be adopted, will be found by ex- 
perience ſure. and by leſſening the debt, 


the conſequence will raiſe the ſtocks, and 
fall the intereſt and exchange, a real 


debt for a temporary one, which will 


be a more expeditious way of paying 
off the national debt than any ſinking 
fund whatſoever. 


Whether we are at war or not, it 
will be always neceſſary to continue bor- 
rowing, and the ſtate will never want 
lenders as it will be found by the ad- 
venturers, the great chances they will 
have to gain and ſo little to loſe, and 
while there i ſuch a large debt depend- 
ing, it is not a time to mince matters, 
and always be looking out new means 
for taxing the people by theſe plans, the 
the ſtate will be full of money. and 

While 
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while there are ſo many hundredthou- 
ſands, nay, millions of ſtockholders, 
there will be no want of ſubſcribers, 


and as the debt decreaſes, ſo will the 


intereſt; ſo conſequently the taxes, and 
the great utility which muſt proceed 
from the many capital annuitants, ſtock- 
holders, and others government will al- 


ways have it in their power to keep up a 


ſucceſſion of Lotteries, I think two every 


year, ſo as the ſubſcribers, with proper 


management, will be pzid off with their 
own money, andadorcthat ſtate whowill 
give them ſo fair an opportunity to ad- 
vance their fortunes at ſo ſmall a risk, 
and government will have no occaſion 
to diſburſe one penny, and the nation 
at large will imperceptibly, and nobly 
pay off their debts, to the ſurpriſe, ter- 
ror, and aſtoniſhment of all Europe, and 
as the debt has been contracted in this 
century, there will be a very fair op- 
portunity to diſcharge or lay a plan to 
pay it oft in this century, and not leave 


the ſins of the parents on their children, 
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and what little diſadvantages ſeem to 
ariſe from ſuch extenſive plans, will fall 
on the proper perſons, and thoſe beſt 
able to bear them. 


"Tis certain theſe plans may lie un- 
noticed, but I dare * theſe, or ſome 
others of the ſame affinity, with a little 
alteration, will be made uſe of at ſome 
future time. 


To carry on a work of this ſort, Lot- 
teries may be ſo regulated as to become 
a juſt and reputable employment, inſtead 
of ſo contemptible a one as at preſent, 
whereby a door 1s left open forthe ſtripp- 
ingof all the poor people of their money, 


tothe utter ruin and diſtreſs of themſelves 
and families. 


I am well convinced as to the pro- 
priety of theſe plans, that the people 
will be very happy with the hopes of 
{ach an opportunity to provide for them- 
ſelves and children, and I will venture 

to 
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to affirm, there is not a loving couple 
that has got a few hundred pounds, 
but will venture one for ſo good a 
chance to mend their condition as they 
may have on two lives, 


It is ſaid Lotteries in general are 2 
prejudice to trade; I think not if proper- 
ly made itwillencouragetradefornothing 
encourages trade more than mone 
changing hands, it may ſeem ſo when 
the Lottery is drawing but not after. 
it is much better than war for it enriches 
the country without deſtroying the peo- 
ple, trade muſt either be export or im- 
port it cannot effect thoſe and as to home 


conſumption there always muſt and will 
be a great demand for every uſeful ar- 


ticle, whether the traders are paid for 
their goods or not | that depends upon 
their care] while there are ſo many milli- 
ons of people who are in great want of 
every neceſſary whatſoever, 


Theſe plans in general may be of 
.... © oreat 
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great caſe to the ſtate and every con- 
ſiderate perſon, I hope, will allow that 
it is highly neceſſary to contrive a much 
larger ſcale than uſual, to diicharge ſo 
large a debt; I ſhall firſt give you the 
plans delivered by me for the inſpection 
of government, from the year one 
thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy 
three, to the year ſeventeen hundred 
and ſeventy ſeven, and in all that time 
I really could have wiſhed to have had 
the honor of being indulged with an 
interview on the ſubje&, I ſhall ſay no 


more at preſent on that head, but thall 
leave it for the ſequel] to this work. 


I hope on the peruſal of the whole, 
there will be found ſome uſeful plans 
ſat leaſt ſome hints] that may be of 
eſſential ſervice to the public, I am 
well convinced had the neceflary clauſes. 
been taken notice of, which I did my- 


ſelf the honor to deliver in the year

of the inſurer it wor have been pro- 
ductive of a conſiderable revenue to 
the fate, and have remov'd the cauſe 
and have put a flop to all that ridicu- 
lous de and tumult. about patents 
ſaſety, &c. to the diſcredit of Lotterys, 
and an inſult ro common ſenſe. 


I never could reconcile to myſelf 
the cauſe why the legiſlature has _ 
ways fhewn fo tender a regard to th 
ſtockholders, why they ſhould not lad 
A brlping hand in caſes of want, why 
not in one year by chance ſpare a 
twelth part of the intereſt of their fund, 
which Sd bring in {ſuch a ſupply as 
would anſwer many uſeful purpoſes, I 
will only ſuppoſe at leaſt three hun- 
dred thouked pounds; which would 
be but a trifle out of the whole fanded 
intereſt, they could have no cauſe to 
com plain; . efpecially as its well known 
the or holders pay a full fifth out of 
their eſtates, notwithſtanding the many 
other great charges attending them, be- 
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ſides the generality of thoſe win live 
on the national intereſt are not the 
moſt uſeful part of the people, | ns 
well as many foreigners] altho they 
enjoy the very eſfence of the land, who 
neither plow, ſow, nor fi ght our battles» 


If you muſt have taxes the equity 
is in the choice, I dont find a more 
judicious one than a poll tax, for it 
would be attended with a variety of 
advantages, firſt by the gathering of 
it we may find out the whole number 
of the people their ages, and ſo con- 


ſequently the proweſs of the nation as 
well as whether we increaſe or not, 


it would raiſe a large ſum of mone 

and fit hight on the people, there will 
be ſome illconvenience attending it, in 
teſpect to the great number of poor 
and their children, the deficiency ſhould 
be made good by the county in general,

will give ample ſat'sfaction as there will be ſo imall 
a loſs as ſeven pounds on each unfortunate number, 
and as there will be very many advantages ariling 
from the aforeſaid annuity ſcheme beſides lopping 
of ſo conſiderable an arm of the national debt, it 
will raiſe the ſtocks, give large and comfortable in- 
comes to hundreds of families, the very ſuppoſed 
looſers, will have no cauſe to complain, as they 
will enjoy full the ſame intereſt as before, and that 
it cannot in any reſpect affect the poor.

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Before I take my leave of this work, I have 
ſome obſervations to make in conſequence ↄf the 
penal ſtatutes relating to Lotterys it is found by 
experience that the People will not pay any regard 
to them, but act Diametrically oppoſite to one and 
all, for they open Shops, Print and Publiſh, brave 
x out and defy the puniſhment, notwithſtanding 
tte various modes the Legiſlature have taken to 
render them formidable, and attended with ſuch 
large Penalties and impriſoament fo very ſevere, 
[inceed out of meaſure] in ſuch caſes it is always 
neceſſary to alter the manner, and contrive ſome 
new plan to put it out of their power to commit 
the fault, for I am well convinced that all the 
money on carth would not be ſufficient to pay half 
the penalties incurred by inſurers of Tickets &c. 
in this preſent ſtate Lottery, all Penal Laws ſhould 
be well weighed and examined before they are 
turned lovſe on the publick to worry one another, 
and pened in ſuch plain language as the com- 
mon people might underitand without being obliged 
to apply to Council, for inſtruction it is not to be 
ſuppoſed the rich or wiſe are the aggreſſors; but 
the poor and weak, and where there is ſuch an 
open for informers, there never will be wanting an 
execreable wretch to ſtart for Satans prize, not for 
the ſake of puniſhing vice but purely for their owa 
intereſt, | 

Sound policy the labors of wiſe men, tells us the 
way to put a ſtop to vice of all kinds. is to re- 
mie the cauſe that may eaſily be done in regard 
to inſuring it 1s only ſhortening the time of drawing 
and the end is anſwered, a Lottery to any amount 
may be determined in a few days, there mult be a 
line drawn ſomewhere either to make inſurance 
legal or put it out of the power of people to ſport, 
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for it is cruelty b ve them play things and ſcourge 
them for playing i Lotteries are carried on in the ſame 
manner as tl,cy have been for many years paſt, it will 
be much better to make it la#tul and get good out 
of evil, for the people will divert themſelves one way 
or other and do that by connivance as they by in- 
clination cannot publickly, There are many ways 
how to make it advantageous to the ſtate beſides 
thoſe I have alicady mentioned, I would engage to 
point out a method which ſnould bring in fifty 
thouſand pounds at leaſt by every Lottery in ſuch 
a ſatisfactory manner that all parties concern'd would 
approve of without any complaint. 

It is alledged there are ſome perſons ſeduced by 
the bait of inſuring to commit frauds, and not 
without ſome reaſons, but it muſt be obſerved en 
the other hand there are many thouſand people 
of all ages out of employ and would remain ſo if 
it was not for lotteries and ſeveral hundred Shops 
occupied on that account, as weil as a great de- 
mand for innumerable articles in trade, &c. 

There has been a great deal ſaid in regard to the 
ſecuring the property of individuals who purchaſe 
parts of Tickets, the ſimplicity of my plan has 
been nothing n.ore than STAMPING THE 
SHARES AND LEAVING THE 
TICKET AS A SECURITY which 
would entirely put it gut of the power of a Lot- 
tery office keeper ſelling 


g the Ticket or making out 
more ſhares than he is iniitled to,
